Mr. Porter then read one of the let- 
ters, dated Mt. Vernon, O., Jan. 5, 1874, from 
Tilton to witness, chiding her for not taking bet- 
ter care of ber health, as she would suffer the 
eopseauences. The letter was signed, ‘‘ Yours 
as ever, Theodore Tilton.” Another letter was 
written from &t. Louis, Dec. 20, 1866, mforming 
her of his Jecturing there, and when on his way 
home at night visiting a ball-room to see how fhe 
ladies were dressed. A third letter, dated Brogk- 
lyn, Oct. 4, 1870, informed Bessie that Mrs. Ti!- 
ton was going to visit Mra.

He was talking about Mrs. Morse, 
and I told him she had endeavored to hire me to 
go roand to Beecher and tell him of this storv, 
which, however, I refused to do. Mr. Tilton 
then asked me to copy this off and, put my name 
to it, which I did. , 

Porter then read a letter written to Mrs. Tii- 
ton, dated Jan. 10, 1871, which informed her that 
Mes. Morse had endeayored to procure her to 
circulate injurious stories about ber husband. 
Another letter, dated Jan. 12, was read, stating 
that the story of Tilton carrying her from hex 
bed was a wicked lie. 

The wituess then continued: The sesd6nd 
note was written at the urrent solicitahen of 
Mrs. Tilton. J dil tell some five persons that 
Tilton had attempied to violate my person.. Mr. 
Tilton was aware that I told this matter. [ did 
pot tell this story to these persons as fully as I 
told it here. 

BESSIE'’S CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

The direct examination of Bessie Turner was 
here closed, aud she was surrendered to the 
counsel for the prosecution. The hum and buzz 
that passed through the Court-room as Judge 
Porter took his seat were promptly hushed, As 
Judge Fullerton rose to begin tine cross-exam- 
ination, and as the firet sound of the first ques- 
tion was heard, everybody was bent forward : 
every eye was’ directed upon the witpess, and 
every ear stood erect, that not a word of the an- 
ewer or ap expression of her countenance should 
be lost. Witness replied to the questions of 
Mr. Fullerton in substance as follows:

[I remember bim distinctiyv 
saving, “ Why, Bessie, dear, how painfully mod- 
est youare.” I did not know what he meant by 
aftiuities and physical expressions of love.

MADE SOME MISTAKES IN MY TESTIMONY. 

I was then stopping at Mr. Purdy's when I 
made this discovery. Mrs. Morse was alco 
there, but I did not talk over the matter with 
her, or a6 to the testimony given by me. When 
I made the discovery, it was after reflection. I 
cast over the testimony in my own mind, when 
the mistakes werediscovered by me. There was 
a book of testimony given me by Shearman, but 
I never looked at it. I discovered some of my 
discrepancies through talking with Mrs. Mitcheil, 
who was at Mr. Hili’s. Dr. Correy, Mr. Hill, 
and Mrs. Mitchell were present then, but I had 
discovered my mistakes before that time. They 
wers not the subject of conversation then. 
While talking to Mra. Mitchell several little 
things were calied to my mind which I had not 
recollected before. I donot think I toid before 
the Committee about Tilton stroking my hair 
and forehead, nor about his putting bis hand on 
my neck. 

ullerton read the remainder of that testimo- 
ny which the witness said was not told before 
the Committee, as it was forgotten at the time. 

The witness continued: I had not thonght 
anything avout this conversation ten minutes 
before | went before the Committee. I never 
forgot this conversation, but I recollected it in 
1870 when 1 wasin Marietta, when Iwas de- 
sevibing 1t to Mrs. Tilton. It all came up to me 
in detail, and was fresh in my recollection. This 
wasio the fall of that year. I remembered 
something about it, but not in all ite details. 
Oa the 14th of November, 1870, I told some 
persons about it.

M’VICKER’S THEATRE. 

Mr. Lawrence Barrett appeared at thia theatre 
last night as James Harebell in the beautifu 
drama ‘‘ The Man o’ Airlie.” The andience was 
tairin pointof numbers and of good quality. 
Doubtless the people of Chicago are not fthor- 
oughly informed of the opportunity which is of- 
fered them in Mr. Barrett's performance this 
week of witnessing a true artistic rendering of a 
beautiful dramatic conception. When the fact 
is sufficiently published, we shall be much sur- 
prised, not to say disappointed, if the opportunity 
is not improved. It is a mistake to say that 
the play has not the elements of popularity. 
It has in a high degree, It only needs to become 
fashionable im order to be as successful in a pe- 
cumary sense as it is confessediy when consid- 
ered as & workof art. The verdict of fashion is 
not always the same as that of art; but it more 
frequently is than not; and that it will be event- 


ually im the ease of this play as interpreted by 


Mr. Barrett may safely be predicated from the 
character of the audience in attendance last 
night, which, though it failed in numbers, did not 
fail in sympathy, or in intelligence, or im soaial 
position. 

We noticed the plot of Harebdell, or “ The 
Man o’ Airlie,” when the play was first produced 
in this city, at the Academy of Mnsic; and fur- 
ther reference to details would be not unly su- 
perflaous, but .positively unjust to the diseern- 
ing public. Such aa infliction is not for a mo- 
ment contemplated. The play is essentially a 
poetic conception. It abounds in images, not 
described, but suggested, and 1s not wanting in 
powerful and affecting dramatic situations. 
Such an one is the scene in the first 
act, when Jamie, the happy and prosperous 
country bard, the workingman’s poet, places 
his whole fortune, material and spiritaal, in the 
bands of his treacherous foster-brother. An- 
other isin the second act, when Jamie learus 
that the debt owing him is dishonored, and re- 
ceives the news with pure and lofty heroism, 
only to break down at last with a great sob at 
the sizht of bis wife’s happy and winsome face. 
Other such situations there are in the third act, 
when he breaks the news of his wife's death to 
his city employer, and ims himeelf ready 
for work, and in the last act, when, in rags aod 
roses,a wandering madman,he sings oneof higown 
songs in the presence of a company to. 
do boner to bis memory. These are but in- 
stances of the strong points in the play. To 
specify more would be useless, and p 
tedious. The piece is not, after all, a work of 
genius. It is clever and entertaining; but an 
overpowering dramatie creation it ig not. A 
sombre tone pervades it throughout. When it 
is not pathetic, it is agonizing. it moves always 
among the emotions, and stirs them so 
steadily and at times so rudely that nature at 
times reasserts herself and returns to her usual 
chapnela, though the current of the play may 
still be moving in an opposite direction. 

Mr, Barrett's acting is always conscientious, 
but it is strongest in pathetic parte. Fortu- 
nately so, indeed, for these would otherwise be 
quite spoiled. When most is required of him he 
gives most. It is true that in the effort he 
sometimes overstrains a ne Ae @ great deal 
of ‘‘businesa” when @ little would be fully as 
effective and more refined,—and exhibits a mean- 
ing in his action which he does not in his. words ; 
yet he is, through all, faithful to the central idea

THE RISE IN GOLD. 

The sudden rise in gold has attracted con- 
siderable attention because it exerts a direct 
influence on prices, and there have Been some 
curious efforts to explain it. The theory of 
Wall street, which has been adopted by the 
New York Sun and some other newspapers, 
is that a gigantic pool has been formed, in- 
cluding Jay Gouin, Russrix Sacer, Danie.

The effect of these wall 
benches is that they contract the width of 
the canal at the bottom from 50 to 42 feet. 
thus lessening the body of water on which 
the boat moves. He recommends a general 
progressive system of deepening the canal 
from its 6 feet to 7 or 8, thereby 
giving. to the boat a deeper volume 
in which to move. This would facilitate 
the movement and quicken the speed of the 
boats, and increase the amount of service, 
which would be a greater benefit to those en- 
gaged in transportation than the proposed re- 
daction of tolls, which he does not think 
practicable under the present condition of af- 
fairs.

POLITICAL REORGANIZATION IN ARKAN- 
SAS 


The following dispatch from Washington 
appeared in the last issue of Tue Carcaco 
TRIBUNE : 

Private letters received from Arkansas show that 
there is already asplitamong the adherents of the 
GARLAND Government, GARLAND has always been a 
National Whig, and a considerable number of his sup- 
porters were Whigs, but the rank and Gie are Bour- 
bons, and now at the General Government has 
recognized GanLaNp, and the trouble with Brooxs’ 
carpet-bag people is ended, the old traditional feud 
between Bourbons and Whigs is revived, The Bour- 
bons claim the right of absolute control, which the 
Whigs refuse to recognize, 

Tue Trisvnz has several times of late 
pointed out as one of the surest elements of 
hope for the future of the South the aboli- 
tion of the color line, the division of the 
whites of the South into the two great par- 
ties substantially as they existed before the 
War, uamely, the Bourbons and.the Pro- 
gressives, and the division of the negro vote 
between these two organizations. The ad- 
vices from Arkansas now show that there is a 
strong tendency to restore these natural po- 
litical parties, and no State is in better shape 
to inaugurate this revolution in politics than 
Arkansas. The negro question is virtually 
out of politics in that State. The carpet-bag- 
gers have lost control, and many of the worst 
ones have left the State, The color line no 
longer dominates. The people are ready to be

The black 
vote is less than one-third as large as the 
white vote, but it will furnish sufficient addi- 
tion to the Progressives to give them eontrol 
of the State. The better class of the negroes 
wil go over to the Garuanp side, and the

ORIGIN OF THE WORLD. 

The lecture of Dr. Komier befdre the Sun- 
day Lecture Society, published in full in Tux 
Tarsung of the 15th inst., presented a com- 
plete record of the discoveries of Gzorax 
Smrru, the Assyrian explorer, as far as they 
were then known on this side of the water. 
The lecturer sketched the story of the dis- 
covery of the great library of Sampanapauvs, 
almost the last of the Assyrian Kings, who 
lived thirty centuries ago. This monarch 
collected not only the writings of his day, 
but had translations made of Chaldaic 
records, running back to 4,000 B. C., or very 
nearly to the date ascribed by the Jewish 
Scriptural chronology to the creation of the 
world. The books of this library were brick 
tablets, marked with wedge-shaped letters, 
which were first deciphered by the German 
GnorerenD, the English Raw irxson, and the 
Hebrew Oprpzrr. The tablets contain histor- 
ical records, poems, private letters, contracts, 
magic formulas, grammars, dictionaries, as- 
tronomical statements, ete. Two years ago, 
Gzorce Surrz found on a fragment of burnt 
clay the story of the Deluge. He has since

Long betore the bour of assembling the Capitol 
was thronged by euch crowds as are ouly seen on 
the greatest occasions. Curious spectators and 
the faithful adherents of the old regime were 
eager to listen to the man who, from village 
Aiderman, became the greatest criminal 
of the age. Eligible positions always re- 
served for privileged perscos were 
filled to their utmost. The diplomatic 
gallery was occupied by persons who knew little 
of diplomacy; the reporters’ gallery by many 
who had n> convection with newspapers, exce,t 
wm readers. The Senator and visitors upon the

CURIOUS HISTORICAL RECOLLECTIONS. 

Two members of the impeachment trial were 
present as Senators,—Logan, who io resting his 
case branded Andy Johnson as the greatest 
criminal of the age; Boutwell, from whose hole 
in the sky Johnson has returned.

In the first place, Mr. President, i: seems to me 
tat the comaderation of a reaolution embracing ques- 
tions of such grave importance is not legitimate and 
not legitimately before this body; In other words, 
it is not ‘evitimate to vo nsider it Lefore a Senate con- 
vened as this has been convened to act solely upon 
business pertaining te the Executive Dopariment.. lf 
it is legitimate to sct on the measure now under con 
sideration by this body, it is legitimate to consider 
every act and évery question upon which the A/imin- 
istration has acted since its advent to power. it doos 
hut seem to me to be traveling much farther 
out of the record for the Executive to 
come forward aud prasume te act in 
defiance of the Legisiature than for the Legislature to 
come forward and approve the acts of the i resident. 
Ordinary measures are presented for the consideration 
of Congress, and when they ere acted upon it is the 
duty of the President to consider them, and approve 
or reject them, 


Mr. Johnson argued at length that the Senate had } 


no authority to act upon the resolution, especialiy io 
the absence of the other House, He conteaded that the 
resolutions of Morton and Frelinghuvsea were the 
same ip sub-tan-e, wiih a mere modifiiation m the 
tmmpatter of verbiage to suit tle particular views of some 
individuals.

BAD FOR THK LOBBYISTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chucaco Trioune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 22.—The Supreme 
Court to-day, in a case appealed from the Sua- 
preme Court of this District, decided that a 
claim for services as a lobbyist cannot be col- 
lected. The agreement was that complainant 
should receive 25 per cent of tbe amount claimed, 
which should be recovered in the event of the 
paseage of a certain bill. The bill was passed 
The Court decided that such a contract cre- 
ated no lien upon a fund; that it is 
void usder the act of Congress, as the transfer 
of an inverest within the meaning of the statute ; 
that it ie contrary to public policy, since the om- 
ployment depended upon personal influence with 
Congress.

quireg no great practical knowledge or acientific 
attainments to satisfy any ove that these gentle- 
meu have used the truth with parsimonious fru- 
gality, They saw no unfnendly Indians, bad 
provisions to last until Jume, and game was 
plenty; and yet they tramped through the snow 
hundreds of miles after reinforcements. Can 
anything be more illogical, inconsistent, and un- 
reasonab'e ? 

Two parties from the same camp are said to 
have arrived at different timea at Caeyenne, and 
make different reports,—one claiming that the 
recent supposed discoveries are emanatious of a 
disordered fancy, or deliberate falsehoods ; while

Other statements and expianations credited to 
these surposed miners are quite as senseless, 
incongruous, unreasonable, and impossible. 


These persons, if their sayings have been cor- 


rectly reported, are practicing upon the credulity 
of the people. They evidently have had no ex- 
perience in mining, or they would have told of 
coudimions that might have been true, and trans- 
actions that mignt have occurred. The various 
outfitting points are naiuraily and selfishly m- 
clined to put the most favorable constraction 
possible upon the reports; and yet the Sioux 
City Journal, having a greajer regard for the 
truthand the public good than the temovorary 
gains to be derived from the excitement, declares

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 
Curcaco, March 18.—I have charged this 
ion to be the most unmitigated fraud of 
modern times. I bave adduced proof in support 
_of the charge, and mean to adduct more. I do 
not intend that my attention shall be diverted 
from the object in view by engaging in any 
controversy as to my personal character, as that 
is a matter of no consequence to the public. 
This corporation cannot defend itself by trying 
me. I may be a biackmsiler, and may be a 
lonatic ; but how that proves that this corpora- 
tion did not issue twenty-five millions of frauda- 
lent policies and tax its honest policy-holders to 
pay the death losses under them is beyond my 
comprehension. 

I have one matter to setile with the Mephis- 
tophiles who writes letters over Mr. Hilliard’s name 
and that willend this part of the controversy. 
He says he has a letter from me “ demanding 
to know whether they will pay by to-morrow at 
12 o'clock,” and from this draws the inference 
that I was claiming money from the Compaxy on 
my personal account. Tne simple facts are that 
a policy, ander which # loss had occurred, was 
sent to me in my professional character as a 
lawyer for collection. I notified the Com- 

any and demanded payment of this po.ucy. 

f that makes me a biackmailer, I must 
plead gui'ty to the charge. It is, perhaps, to be 
regretted that so reputable aman as Mr, Hilliard 
should permit bie name to be used as & figure 
head by the sharpers who are now ruaning this 
concern, and if be wasaware of the fact that 
these parties only keep bim im bis place on ac- 
count of his character, and have repeatedly ad- 
mitted such to be the fact, it is probable that he 
would not permit his name to be sigued to pub- 
lic letters about which hang se many odors of 
the Penitentiary. 

The men engaged in this business make con- 
tinuous protestations of their desire to serve 
the public by furuisuing insurance at cost; they 
have no personal iaterests to subserve; they 
want to make no money eutof it--not a cent; it 
is all for the benefit of the poor widows and 
fatherless children. No person with sympathetic 
nerves.can read their paper without shedding 
tears. They are so thoughtful and so disioter- 
ested in providing a means by which the poor 
bereaved can get acrustof bread. But let us 
take a look iuside the office, when no policy-hold- 
ers sre present, and see whether those fellows 
are iikely to weep much at a funeral.

qo : On the 27th of February, 1873, it issued 
ite policy, No. 9,298, to J. G. Langguta, of 
Chitago, for $5,000. From the Company's pa- 
per, the Advocate, it appears that they take of 
new policies an average of 366 per montn ; for 
two years this would give 4,392, which, added to 
the 9.298, makes a total of 15,690. That this 
average is below the truth is showa from astate- 
men: made in the same paper uoder date of No- 
vember, 1874, that it had a policy out numbered 
17,894. Now, its last assessment, made in Feb- 
ruary, 1875, shows ouly 8,589 policy-holders 
liable to pay. The question is, Has this honest, 
fair-dealing Company, in which the people have 
so much confidence, loat 9,305 of its policv- 
holders by lapses, or is it levying its assessments 
on 12,000 while it professes to have but 8,589 7?

lt was time the Company employed an Examiner, 
for itis not long ago that a man (not a physician) 
examined hitnself, signed his own certificate. 
took out a volicy for $10,000, and then died. 
Tue Company paid the loss oat of the pockets of 
its members. 

In conclusion, the writer mav be “ an impe- 
jcunious shyater,” but still he thinxs he can buy 
up every honest hair in the Protection Life of 
Chicago at $10,000 each, and yet have muney 
enough left to live on comfortabiv.

ANOTHER FIZZLE. 
MESSRS. WOODMAN AND BUTT DISCOMFITED. 
The Committee appointed by the Common Coun- 
cll to aid the Communistic six in their proposed 
investigation of the Relief and Aid Society met 


yesterday morning by agreement in the Relief and 
Aid Society rooms. The Communisis failed to 
sbow up, and the Aldermen consumed the time 
ins rambling talk about affairs io general, and 
listened to a minute explanation as to how the 
books and other accounts of the Society were 
kept, volunteered by Supt. Trusdoil. The meet- 
ing was almost eutirely informal, and, as the 
books were pot at the time io the building, the 
Committee adjourned to moot at the same place 
at 10 o’clock Thursday morning. The Aldermen 
wandered back to the City-Hall and were there 
met by Dr. Butt, of the Communis: Committee, 
who politely informed them that if they thought 
tbe Communist Committee were dead they were 
very much mistaken. . 

Ald, Quirs informed him that their Committee 
had been repudiated by the majority of the 
Commune, at their meciing in the Turner 
Hal!. 

Dr. Butt reptied that although the Commune 
bad cast overboard a majority of the Committee, 
aod stuck close to Leopold Te.ler, nevertheless 
the Committee had been appointed for a coriain 
p rpose, and they could not be disbanded until 
their mission bad been fulfilled. 

Ald. Quirk was of the opinion that the func- 
tions of the Council Committee ended with the 
repudiation of the Communist Commities, as 
bis Committee had merely been appointed to 
shadow and vorotect the Communist Committee, 
who had no mght to demand an investigation of 
the Relief and Aid Society. 

Dr. Batt was of a different opinion. The 
Relief and Aid Sometv Directors had already ac-

STEWART AVENUE. 

To the Eattor of The Chicage Tribune: 

Catcaco, March 22.—-Would you kindly allow a 
citizen and « taxpayer the privilege of making a 
few remarks in answer to # conference reported 
in Sunday’s Tarsuns, as being held between the 
Board of Public Works and tbe managers of the 
Pittsburg & Fort Wayne Kailroad Company, 
in connecion with the improvement of Stewart 
avenue by said Railroad Company. In the first 
place, it & stated in that report that that street 
is 66 fect wide, and that the Railroad Company 
occupies t1 feet for iis roadway; and, by making 
the necewary allowance for sidewalks, there 
would comequently be but 84 feet on either 
side for the use of the public, which would, 
therefore, be of no value. Now, what tae 
exact wich is the Railroad Company requires 
for tta tracks, I don’t know ; but this I do know: 
that that itreet is just as wide now as at the 
time the Common Council granted the right of 
way onitto the Railroad Company; and that 
said Raiiread Company, in consideration of the 
granting cf said right of way, did contract, bar- 
gain, and agree, to enter into good and sufficient 
pond withthe City of Chicago to keep in good 
repair, whether by macadamizing, planking, or 
paving, at its own expense, 13 feet, so that 
teams, wagons, and otuervehicles can pass and 
repass at avy aod all poinis, andin any and ali 
directions slong ita line of entrance into said 
city. Now the ordinances are there, aed they 
are so plam udow that point that it requires 
neither a Story nor a Blackstone to understand 
them. 3 

Indeed, from the whole tone of that report and 
the trackhag, aud dilly-dal!ving woich the Bard 
of Pubiic Works have with the Railroad Com- 
pany, any persoa anacquainted with the facta in 
the case might be led to think that the citizens 
and property-owvers in the neighborhood of that 
avenue were clamoring for something #0 un- 
reasonable, or at least so triflinz, that even the 
Board of Puolic Works, as they say, were uuwilil- 
ing to ask the Railroad Company to compiy with 
their demands, lest by 60 doing it should only 
resuiltio filme up their back-yards and base- 
ments with nd and slash at certain seasons 
of the year. Well, with all due respect for the 
opinions of those magnates, who still seem 
to favor the f[aiirosd Company rather 
than the intreats of the tax-payers, whose ser- 


citizens in the neighborhood aforesaid should 
be the bette indges of their own wants. 

In the second piace, let us ses what are the 
facts in thucase. Now the Railroad Company 
obtained permission to jay its tracks on the 
aforesaid avenue only on the express con- 
ditions that t should comply with all the gen- 
eral ordinances toen in force with regard to 
railroads, anc with all subsequent ordinances 
which might »e passed in cocnection with the 
same, and alto keep Eivbteenth street in good 
repair, as afoesaid, for a pablic thoronghiare. 
Now at that tme that section of the city was very 
sparsely settied, and, instead of the Railroad : 
Company bef obliged to lay down its tracks, 
on the one sip of the street and leaving 18 feet 
on the other for the nee of the public, it was al- 
lowed to lay ts tracka right on the centre of the 
street, and it has subsequently raised the bed of 
its tracks, from time to time, uptil now the 
tracks are at least 3 feet higher than the origin- 
al bed of the street, and conse juently it will vow 
put the raiiriad to considerable expense to move 
its tracks to one side or the other, 60 as to
